Frencli Govemment iccnsed of BaQ 
Faith In tlie Matter of 
Madagascar. 



London, Feb. 9.— Lord Salisbury in 
hie speech in the House of Lords said 
that the Earl of Kiinberly in his speech 
had repeatedly warned the f^overnment 
against the danijera of excessive acquisi- 
tiona. Lord Salisbury declared hu hardly 
concurred with the nsble Earl, and ad 
ded : "I believe there is a danger in our 
public opinion of* a reaction to the doc- 
trine of thirty or forty years ago, when 
it was thought that it was our duty to 
light everybody and take everything, 1 
thick that a very dangerous doctrine, 
not merely because we would thereby 
excite other nations against us, and 
the reputation we now enjoy in 
Europe ia not by any means pleas- 
ant or advantageous, but because there 
is % much more aerioub danger of over- 
taxing our Btreni|th. However stront; 
we may be, there is a point beyond 
which our strength does not \io. It is 
courage and wisdom to e.xert that 
etrenKtb to its available limit but 
madness and ruin to pass it. It is of 
extreme importance that we do not 
allow party feelings to prevent the dis- 
cntiverinK and following of narrow lines 
that separate undue concession and un- 
due terror from the rashness which 
more than once in history has been the 
ruin of nations as great and powerful as 
ourfelves." 

Lord Salisbury admitted that France 
had got the better of Kgypt. As reuards 
Madagascar, he said that the French 
armies had invaded the island with the 
avowed intention of maintaining the 
protectorate. If tbev had adhered to 
their Intention the British treaties with 
the Queen of Madagascar would have 
been safe, hut when the French were 



matters of the aituatioQ they suddenly 
changed the protectorate to annexation, 
and with the latter the British treaties 
fell. Lord Salisbury repudiated the re- 
sponeibility for this condition of niliiirs, 
declaring that if there was responsibility 
it belonged to the Gladstone government 
for allowing the French to Invade Mada- 
gascar. He added : 

"The real truth is we have ground for 
discontent with the treatment we liave 
received at the hands of the French gov- 
ernment. We have protested against it 
very strongly. We conceive that thead- 
veree tariff now being inflicted upon us 
fs one which the French government, ac- 
cording to the ordinary ruks of interna- 
tional comity, is not entitled lo enforce. 
I do not know whether the Earl of Kim- 
herley blames me for not having gone a 
step further. I do not think he does, 
but I do not conceal in the least my im- 
pression of the manner in which tbe 
French government has set aside its 
clear pledges as to the purpose of the ex- 
pedition to Madagascar." 

THE MONROE DOCTaiNE. 

Movement to Secure Recognition by Some 
■ Power Other Than United 
States. 

Wasui.sgton, Feb. 9.— An ellbrt to 
bring the Monroe doctrine to the front 
will be made during the present session 
of congress by Representative Beach of 
Ohio. At the special Beasion he intro- 
duced a bill for a pan-American conven 
tion, barring Canada, for the purpose of 
formally ratifying the Monroe doctrine. 
The bill is in the hands of the foreign 
afl'aira committee of the house. Mr. 
Beech will endeavor to get a report from 
the committee so that a convention may 
aoon he called. 

" While the United States has ad- 
vanced the Monroe doctrine," said Mr. 
Beach, " none of the European countriep 
have ever conceded the richt to enforce 
it. Neither have the South American 
republics. So it is not binding on the 
"alter and it is on the United States, and 
serinue international troubles may easily 
result."

If McCoy 
doPH not accept the oiler within a reason- 
able time, the $5,000 will remain up and 
a challenge will be isaued on behalf of 
Maher to any man in the world. 

ANOTHEli KULEK UOiNE FOR. 

The President of Guatemala Assassinated 
But Affairs Go On as Usual. 

Washington, Feb, 9.— Senor Lazo 
Arriaga, the Guatemalan minister 
United States, this afternoon received 

an official cablegram from the minister 
of foreign alfdire of Guatemala announc- 
ing tne asBaesination of President Bar- 
rios and the Huccesgion to the presidency 
of the first vice-preBiilent, Manuel FJs- 
trada Cabrera. No details whatever were 
given. 

The despatch came from Guatemala 
City, Ihe capital, where President Bar- 
rios has lived and the government de- 
partments are carried on. It added that 
entire calm prevailed. This last assur- 
ance, coupled with the immediate suc- 
cession of the first vice-president, in ac- 
cordance with the conetitntional luethods 
of the country, is a source of gratifica- 
tion to the ofhcials of tlie Guatemalan 
legation here. The new president, Mr. 
Cabrera, is a man of prominence in 
Guatemala and is one of 'the two chosen 
by tbe congresa to fill tbe presidency in 
case of a vacancy.

OiTAWA, Feb. 9.— The Couservalivo- 
cat;cu8, held in room 49 this morning, 
was characterized by the utmost har- 
mony. Senator Perley presided ami 
there was a large attendance of opposi- 
tion senators and members. Speeches 
were delivered by Sir Charles Tupper, 
and Messrs. Sproule, Clarke, McNeill, 
Haggart, Osier, Cochrane, Foster, Tay- 
lor, Senator Macdonald, and others. 
The principal topic of discussion was tbe 
Yukon railway deal. The feeling of the' 
caucus was unanimously against thfr 
terms of the deal made by the govern- 
ment with Mackenzie and Mann, al- 
though the caucus recognized the im- 
portance of speedy rail communication 
being eecored with the Yukon by an all- 
Oanadian route. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draft An amendment to the 
motion for the second reading of tbe 
bill. 

The House has not yet concluded the 
debate on the address, Mr. Davin de- 
livered an excellent speech this after- 
noon, Mr, Bennett will follow him to- 
morrow. 

Among the bills introduced to-day 
were Mr. Reid'a to pstablieh a railway 
commission ; Mr. Taylor's to amend the 
alien labor law by making it more efl'ec- 
tive, Mr. McMuUen's to establish a 
hoard of civil service supervisors, and 
Mr. Penny's to make the Dominion elec- 
tion days public holidays. 

In the Senate, Mr. Macdonald called 
attention to the rumored incursion of 
Japs into the Yukon country. He hoped 
tbe government would take steps to pre- 
vent such a thing. Mr. Mills said tbe 
government bad no information on tbe 
subject. Mr. Boultoh apoke on the Yu- 
kon deal, condemning it ia aa an extrav- 
agant bargain, and aaying the route 
chosen was not an all-Canadian one. He 
thought the gQvernment should have 
chosen the Edmonton route instead. 

Mr. Casgrain will endeavor to pledge 
the house to tbe advisability of a read- 
uatmi nt and reviaion ' of judicial 
talariee. 

Deputations asking for appropriations 
for public works are arriving here daily. 

Surveyor Ogilvie lectured liere to-night 
on his experiences in the Ivlondike. Bir 
Wilfrid Laurier presided. Lord Aber- 
deen moved and Mr. Sitton seconded a 
vote of thanks. Great praise was ac- 
corded Mr. Ogilvie for his disinterested 
work in the Yukon at a critical period. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's 
recent speech at Liverpool has put heart 
into advocates of preferential trade, 
which notwithstanding Mr. LaurieT's 
defection from the cause when in Eng- 
land do not despair of being able to ac- 
complish something tangible with tbe 
mother country in the not very distant 
future. Mr. McN'eill, member for North 
Bruce, will at nn early date introduce a 
resolution in response to, and in recogni- 
tion of, Jfr. Cliambc-rlaiii'fi recent over- 
tures. The reeolu'ion reads: "That a 
customs arrangement between the Uni- 
ted Kingdom and her colonies is advis-- 
able by which trade within the Empire 
may be placed on a more favorable foot- 
ing than it is carried on with foreigu 
coiintiieB."i 

The Winnipeg board of trade has sent 
a communication to Mr. Fisher protest- 
ing against the propoaed prohibition of 
the importation of foreign fruits. The 
letter points out that as no pears, plums 
or peaches are grown in Manitoba or the 
Northwest, and every attempt to import 
fruit from Ontario or British Columbia 
has resulted in loss, the enactment of 
such a law would be a very serious mat- 
ter to Manitobana. The minister of 
aitriculture has replied that he baa inti- 
mated to the Ontario Fruit Growers' .As- 
sociation that tne prohibition of the im- 
portation of foreign fruite is practically 
impossible. 



THE IIAILROADH St^UEALIXG. 

The Canadian Highway Getting Too Much 
From the Rush to Canada's

Chicago, Feb. 9.— It is likely that a 
meeting of tbe American tranecontin- 
ental roade will be beld within a few 
days to determine the future policy of 
the American roads with respect; to the 
C.P.R.'a declination to enter into a con- 
ference regarding the Alaskan businesB.

At the 
outeet there wag a dispositiou to ques- 
tion the authenticity of tiie letter, but 
as bit by bit the circumstantial evidence 
accumulated, until it was finally an- 
nounced officially that the minister de- 
clined to deny the authorship of the let- 
ter, all doubt diaappeared and the only 
q nestion that remained was as to the 
line of action to be pursued by the Uni- 
ted States towards the offending minis- 
ter. 

The writing of the letter is unques- 
tionably an oflence against the ainenitie^ 
of the diplomatic relations, and such 
oUences have been regarded in the 
United States as in other capitals as 
suthciont grounds for the termination of 
the official status of the letter-writer. 
As soon aa the letter appeared in the 
press the state department oflicially be- 
gan an effort to settle its authorship, 
and w^hen it had learned all that could 
be developed on the point and had been 
told that the minister himself refused to 
djny writing it, the consideration of the 
next step began. Assistant Secretary 
Day, after consultation with the Presi- 
dent on the subject, spent much time in 
framing a message to United States 
minister Woodford at Madrid. 

The official statement of sending this 
message was accompanied by a declara- 
tion to indicate its contents at this time' 
the department merely giving to the 
press the following statement: "Minis- 
ter de Lome does not deny writing the 
letter. Tins department has communi- 
cated with General Woodford on the 
subject. Until that communication 
reaches Spain it would be improper to 
in any manner state the contents of the 
message to General Woodford." While 
the department refused to add anything 
to this meagre announcement it can be 
stated without (luestion that minister 
Woodford was directed to lay the facta 
before the Spanish government together 
with the statement that in view of the 
minister's refusal to deny tlieauthor- 
abip of the letter the Spanish govern- 
ment is looked to with confideuce to 
deal with the case properly. This 
amounts to an invitation to recall the 
minister, presuming that he himself has 
not already tanen steps to vacate hia po- 
sition. 

The letter containing the criticism of 
President Mcivinley was written by 
.Senor de Lome evidently but recently. 
It bears no date. It was addressed to 
Don Jose Canalejas, editor of El Heraldo 
de Madrid at Havana. The letter was 
made public by the agents of the Cuban 
junta in New York, who claimed that 
one of their agents in Havana, at the 
risk of his life, succeeded in stealing it 
from the editor's private apartments. 
The objectionable paragraphs in the let- 
ter are as follows : 

" The situation here continnes un- 
changed. Everything depends on the 
political and military situation in Cuba. 
The prologue of tbis second method of 
warfare nrill end the day that the colonial 
catiinet shall be appointed, and it re- 
lieves, in the eyes of this country, of a 
part of ttio reiipoiibi!)ility of what may 
happen there, and ihvy must cast the 
responsibility upon the Cubans, whom 
I hey believe to be eo immaculate. 

'• The measnge (the I'resident's mes- 
sage to congreeaj has undeceived the in- 
surgents, who expected something else, 
and has paraly/.ed the action of con- 
gress ; but I consider it bad. Beaides 
the natural and inevitable coarseness 
with which he repeats all that the press 
and public opinion of Spain has said of 
Weyler, it shows once more what Mc- 
Kinley is, weak and catering to the rab- 
ble, and besides a low politician, who de- 
sires to leave the door open to me and to 
stand well with the jingoes of his party. 

" Nevertheless, as a matter of fact it 
only depends on ourselves whether he 
will prove bad and adverse to ne. I en- 
tirely agree with you without a military 
success nothing will be accomplished 
there, and without military and political 
success there is here always danger that 
the insurgents will be encouraEcd, if not 
by the government, at least by part of 
the public opinion. 

" It would be moat important that you 
should ai;itate the question of commer- 
cial relations, even though it would be 
only for eU'ect.and that you should send 
liero a man of iinportancu in order that 
I might use him to make a propagnnda 
among the senators and others in oppo- 
sition to the junta and win over exiles." 

Fort Worth Kire. 
FouT WouTir, Tjsx., Feb. 0.— The 
eight-story Hurley olHce building, the 
Dreyfus company's dry goods house, the 
Farmers' andi Mechanics' bank, and the 
general offices of the Fort Worth & Den- 
ver railway, "besideei other buildings, 
were burned early to-day. The total 
loss is estimated at $250,000. The insur- 
ance will fall abort of tlio loss. Over a 
Bcore of tenants in the Hurley building 
lost everything.

dents for the Northwest Territories. 

PASSENGERS FROM DAWSON. 

Another Batch BringinB Wealth and Re- 
porting Progress in the Yulton. 

Nan-ai.mo, Feb. 9.— (Special)— The 
steamship Oregon arrived at Departure 
to-day having on board five recent ar- 
rivals from Dawson, among whom was 
Mr. Lampman, of Portland, who has 
been in the Klondike district for eight 
months past with Edison's projecto- 
scope, and has secured three hundred 
views from the summit to Dawson City. 
The live passengers had little or no news 
to report The weather in the North is 
cold, they say, and dry. Wanes have 
taken a tumble and several crowds of 
men are working for a dollar an hour, 
while others still obtain $1.50. The 
party left Dawson on January G, when 
things were (juiet. 

A. Gearvie, of Kent., Wash., reports 
several men at work on a trail from Mud 
lake to connect with the Hootalinqua : 
this will avoid all the dangers encoun- 
tered by ahooting the White Horse 
rapids and thirty mile of river which 
are the two most dangerous parts of tlie 
trip. Gearvie and hia partner, K. 
Lamere, have a neat little fortune to re- 
ward them for eight months' hardship. 
They positively refused to say what 
amount they had in drafts, but Gearvie 
was anxious to cash ten thousand 
dollars worth of dust. 

W. Nash, of Chehallis, who has been 
at Dawson for years, arrived and Is con 
lined with typhoid fever. He was re- 
moved from the steamer to the Wilson 
hotel. 



ANARCHY IN ALASKA. 

Such Is the Report From United States 
Territory in the North. 

Wa.shingto.v, Feb. 9. — Hazard Wells, 
the special courier who brought Captain 
Ray's despatches from the Yukon, 
reached Washington last evening. He 
did not bring a fuli copy of the des 
patches, these having been expressed by 
General Merriam from Seattle. 

Mr. Wells said: "I cannot properly 
say anything as to Captain Ray's report, 
but I can say I left him in rather a 
critical position, and the sooner the gov- 
ernment gets support in there the better 
Captain Kay had only one man with 
him. Lieutenant Richardson. They 
reached Fort Yukon somewhat ahead 
of a mob of between SO and 100 
of the toughest men that could be 
picked out of Dawson,, and when I left 
the captain was standing off this mob 
from the provision caches, largely by 
virtue of bis nerve. When the food 
panic struck Dawson this mob of toughs 
left for Fort Yukon, knowing that the 
Weare Company and the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company each had a cache of 
provisions there. The Dawson men in- 
tended to appropriate these supplies and 
let the rest of the camp shift for itself. 
Captain Ray learned of this and posted 
himself at one of the caches, while 
IJeut. Richardson guarded the other. 
They were in uniform. The mob tackled 
the captain first and ordered him to 
give up. He refufif'i , anil for a tiinj ir, 
looked as though tlit-ru would he bliooi.- 
ing, but between hisuniform and uerve 
the mob was overrawed. 

Ray then established him'self as a sort 
of military dictator, superinteuded the 
eale and distribution of provisious, and 
will make an accounting to the com- 
panies when all is over. When I left he 
had the support of about sixty of the 
decent element, and there are about <iC0 
of the better element there also; but a 
few bad men in a place of that sort can 
usually make trouble and run things, if 
they get started. 

As to proviaions, people will need gov- 
ernment relief by the time it reaches 
them, but there is no reason why it 
should not get in all right. 

I cauio out by the AViiite Pass and the 
rop.d was good, though the Dyea trail 
has recently been blocked by big snow 
slides. 

One thing cannot be too strongly im- 
presaed on those who conteniidate 'join 
ing in the spring ruali. Major Walsh, 
the Canadian couimisaioner, will allow 
no man in oyer Canadian soil who does 
not bring 1^000 pounds of provisions. 
To start without that would be to turn 
back, 

LAB0EEE8 FROilWE Wf OUNDLAND 

Fitteen Hundred Being Brought to Work on 
the Crow's Neat Railway.. 

St. John's, Nfld., Feb. ().— The C.P.R. 
has sent a representative here to engage 
1,500 laborers to proceed to British Co- 
lumbia to work on the construction of 
the Crow's Nest Pass railway. The 
wages offered are $1.50 per d.-^y. It is 
likely that large numbers will avail 
theniselvea of the offer in order to secure 
steady employment. There are hun- 
dreds of men in this locality who are ex- 
perienced navvies, owing to the railway 
construction in the colony during the 
last decade.

A STOP-GAP MINISTRY. 

Marquis ItOfB New Government May Have 
a. Short and 'Troubled Life. 

The personnel of the new ministry 
formed by Premier Marquis Ito was an- 
nounced a few days before the Empress 
sailed from Hongkong, as follows: 
Premier, Maiquis Ito; foreign. Baron 
Nishi ; navy, Marquis Saigo ; finance. 
Count Inonye; home, Viscouut Yoshi- 
kawa ; war. General Viscount Katsura ; 
justice, Mr. Some Araauke; education, 
iVlarquia Saionjl; agriculture and com- 
merce. Baron Ito; communications. 
Baron Suyematsu. 

The following appointments had been 
made: Mr, K. MatBUoko, vice-minister, 
home department; Mr. T. Sameshima, 
chief secretary to cabinet; andMr.Y''asu- 
kata Sonoda, chief of the metropolitan 
police board. There is a tendency on 
the part of the J^ibcrals and Unionists 
to support the policy of the new minis- 
try, which is, however, already spoken 
of as a " stop-gap ministry," a " nue 
ministry," and so forth. It appears 
generally beheved that it will have a 
very short life. 

From Hongkong cornea news of a 
serious breach of discipline on board 
II. M.S. lOdgar, punished with the 
severity demanded by the gravity of the 
case. One of the sliip's boys had been 
sharply reprimanded by the com- 
mander, and losing hia temper had 
Struck his officer. For this he was 
tried by court martial at Hong 
kong on the 10th of January, and 
the offence being clearly proven, 
sentenced to eighteen months' imprison- 
ment with hard labor, twenty-four 
strokes of the cat, and afterwards dis- 
missal from the service. 

In connection with the Eastern situa- 
tion, the Japan Gazette publishes an in- 
teresting table showing the relative 
strengths of the equadronsof the various 
powers in the Far East, the result being 
tliat England and Japan muster 31 ships 
with an aggregate displacement of 1-17,- 
307 tons — including four line-of-baltle 
ships— against 22 vessels representing 
Russia, France and Germany, with a 
total displacement of 111, Sol tons. 

THE DEATH OF COiNSUL JONES. 

A Good Democrat Passes Away in a For- 
eign Land— The Funeral Cere- 
monies. 

Press advices by the Empress contain 
full particulars of the death of General 
Jones, United States consul at Chin- 
kiang, on the loth of January last, 
and also of the imposing funeral. 
The late consul was 75 years of age, and 
had led a somewhat adventurous career 
before going to the Far East. He was 
born in Virginia, and served in the Con- 
federate army, being at one tiroe on the 
stair of General Johnston. On the con- 
clusion of the war he went into the Mex- 
ican army, serving under Maximilian 
until the downfall of that empire. Pur- 
suing his military instincts he went to 
France and there served in the army 
also, spending many years in Algiers. 

In 1S70, before the Franco-Prussian 
war broke out, he returned to the United 
States, and there ho had some federal 
employment until in 1881, through the 
influence of hia classmate, Hon. James 
G. Blaine, ho was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hayes to be consul at Nagasaki. 
He remained in Nagasaki for four years, 
when he was superseded, but on Novem- 
l)er 17, LSSG, he was appointed consui at 
Chinkianp, where he remained until his 
death. The deceased Consul Jones leaves 
a wife and daughter, the latter having 
been born during his tenure of oSSce in 
Nagasaki. In politics General Jones was 
a pronounced democrat, and it was owing 
to the change of party that he was about 
to leave Chinkiang. As a consul he was 
a decided success ; a firm man, but com- 
manding the general respect and good- 
will of his nationals and those of other 
countries alike. 

The funeral took place at St. Joaepli's 
church, I<"rench Concession, Shaniihai, 
in the presence of the consular hody, 
CiiDtain Furenbolt and ollicers of the 
U.S. man-of-war Mouncacy, and a larae 
number of Aiiiericau residents. The 
obse(|iiies were celebrated by Father 
Rou.xel, with Fathers Colombel and Frin, 
deacon and sub-deacon, respectively; 
The church was draped in purple, long 
bannerets hanging from the clerestory 
and a large violet banging, bearing a 
cross worked in white, being suspended 
behind the high altar. The coffin was 
placed beneath a magnificent catafalque, 
richly hung in violet and white and bear- 
ing white plumes at each corner. There 
were also some mugnilicerit wreaths. 
The libera was chanted in solemn strains 
by the choir, and the brief ceremony 
over, tiio otliciating priest and acolytes 
returned to the vestry, and the body 
was then carried out of the church to 
the hearse by eight stalwart men-of- 
warsmen from the Monooaey, the Amer- 
ican flag covering the coffln,

THE OPENING OF 

THE LEGISLATURE. 

The fourth and last soasion of the ebv- 
enth parliament of British Colambia 
will be opened thia afternoon ander cir- 
cumatancea of peculiar interest, and 
with ceremonies of a much, more impos- 
ing character than usual. Thia ia the 
first session of the legislature in the new 
and magnificent building, which has 
been erected for its accommodation and 
that of the public departments. A great 
nnmber of people have come to the city 
to lend eclat by their presence to the 
•ceremony. The opening comes at an 
auspicious time. British Columbia is 
on the threshold of an era of remark- 
able prosperity, and it is fitting that the 
opening of the new edifice for legislative 
purposes should be in keeping with the 
03casion. Another- feature that lends 
interest to the day ia that it will be 
Lieut. -Goveronor Mclnnea' first public 
appearance in an official character. 

The aession is expected on all sides to 
ba one of considerable importance, and 
there will be more than the usual curi- 
■osity to know what the Speech will con- 
tain, for althongh the document read 
from the throne ia not usually very note- 
worthy, there is a general impreBsion 
that to-day the address of Hia Honor 
will have some communications of more 
than passing interest ^o make. The en- 
tty of Hia Honor into office and the 
opening of the new building will prob- 
ably be referred to, and we suppoee 
something will be said about the general 
prosperity which ia beinn enjoyed by all 
our provincial iuduatries. The gold dis- 
coveries in the Yukon and the enormous 
mineral development now at hand in all 
parte of the province will doubtless call 
for reference to the neceaeity for better 
means of internal transportation, and we 
ahall be disappointed if Eomotliing 
is not said in regard to the necessity of 
an all-Canadian line to the Golden 
North. The negotiations in refrard to 
the Victoria, Vancouver lS: Eastern rail- 
way and the construction of the Crow's 
Neat Paaa railway may be mentioned. 
The growth of population through the 
province rendera the present syEteni of 
representation somewhat iuefiiiitable, 
and in purauanco of the promise of the 
i'remier that rediatribution would bo 
taken up when it waa necessary in the 
interests of justice, we shall expect 
somethinn to be forshadoweil on that 
subject. So great an interest is being 
developed in dairy farming and eo 
hii^hly advanta<;iiouH will it l)o to have 
this great industry Btiinulatcd that the 
epeech can hardly refrain from speaking 
of it. Other matters may be touched 
upon, and we fancy it will be found, 
when Hia Honor completea the reading 
ol the apeech, that there is work of great 
importance cut out for the legialature. 

A NEW ROUTE TO KLONDIKE. 

Grand Forks haa a new route to Klon- 
■ilike, and it ia naturally by way of that 
interesting locality. As a through route, 
wo cannot say that it impressea us high- 
ly, but ae one that many people ought 
to take, we feel that too much cannot be 
eald in favor of it. The aame observa- 
tion applies to other inland routea. It 
is a tremendous mistake for every one to 
try to get into the Yukon. The very 
great majority of them would stand a 
much bettor chance of aucceaa if they 
would confine their proapectinR to points 
nearer the centres of population. Itla 
■eald that 100,000; 200,000 and some say 
'■even half a million people want to find 
their way to the golden North. The 
first named number miRbt poasibly get 
there. The second number could not 



posaibly do so. If the flrat named num- 
ber get there, the difficulty of sending in 
sufficient to feed, clothe and house them 
will be tremendous. It the railway 
is built to Tealin lake, the thing may be 
possible. Otherv^ise it certainly will 
not be. But of those whose facea are 
turned northwards, there are teija of 
thousands who ought not to try to go 
beyond the 00th parallel', that is, they 
should keep within the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. They have not nearly 
enough money to make it safe for them 
to go any further. Of course any one of 
them may stumble upon a G:ood thing in 
the North. Of course some of them, by 
means of intelligent prospecting, may 
find good properties. Of course, for a 
great many of them, there will be work 
at good wages. Of course if only ten per 
cent, of all who eo north engage in min- 
ing thia will make < a demand for work 
of all kinda, ao that many of the leas for- 
tunate may find something to do. All 
of theae things we admit, but at the 
aame time we tell the man with only 
barely enough money to take him into 
the Yukon, that in nine cases out of ten 
it ia a mistake for him to go there. 
Experience has not made the Colonist 
feel that it ia of mnch use to caution 
people against taking the tenth chance; 
but we repeat our frequent warning, 
which is, not that persons with little 
meana ahould notgoproai)ecting at all, but 
that they should seek fields nearer homo 
than the Yukon. There is plenty of 
ground in Britiah Columbia that it 
would pay them well to examine, and 
they will stand juat as good a chance cf 
finding something good as if they went 
further nortli. 

Among the districts which they would 
find worth examining is that at the very 
beginning of "the Grand Forks route." 
There is an extensive area in that por- 
tion of the province that has not been 
thorbughly looked over, and yet there ia 
plenty of evidence that it is worth pros- 
pecting, Kemember that before the 
news came from Klondike last summer 
every one thought that this district waa 
among the most promising in the world. 
Last year we used to tell each other 
that when the Crow's Nest railway 
"was built there would be a rush of pros- 
pectors into the excellent country there- 
abouts. The railway ia under conatruo- 
tion, and the ground awaits exploration. 
Last year we used to congratulate our- 
selves that north of Kaslo and extend- 
ing up towards Cariboo there was a vir- 
gin land for the prospector. When the 
Britiali Paciflo waa under diauueaion 
everyone spoke of the vast area which it 
would open to tlie miner. The wealth 
of Omineca ia attracting many already 
and there is a ^reat extent of country 
yet to be thoroughly examined. The 
Skeena, the Nasse, the Stikine, the 
Liard, the IPeace, and other rivers drain 
portions of British Columbia that are 
just as likely to contain fortunes for 
lucky prospectors as the Yukon. The 
coast is richly mineralized, and so are 
Vancouver and the other islands. Why 
should men go trudging 1500 miles north 
when such flolds lie near at home? 

But some say that there haa been 
nothing like the wealth of Klondike ever 
discovered in British Columbia. Only 
those who do not know the facts will say 
thia. Williams and Lightning creeka in 
Cariboo were equal to any, except pos- 
aibly the very richeat, ground in Klon- 
dyke. Wild Horse gulch in East fvoot- 
enay yieldei' millions. Other places 
that could be named were exceedingly 
rich. As handsome nuggets come down 
from Omineca ae ever were found on the 
Yukon. Undoubtedly there muat be 
much rich quartz in the Yukon valley, 
but equally undoubtedly there is rich 
quartz further south. We are not de- 
crying the Yukon or deairing to "bear" 
it in any way. All wo wart to do is to 
show tiie man who haa only small means 
at his disposal that he can find places in 
thia province where he can search for 
gold with good prospects of success, we 
honestly believe with as good prospects 
as the very great majority of those whu 
go further north. 

Wo know what the experience of all 
mining booms is. Men who start out 
always feel that they ought to go as far 
as they can in the direction of the finds 
that set the boom going. I fence every 
one now on iiia way West says he is 
going to Klondike. Nine out of ten of 
them will not, get there, it would be an 
unfortunate thing for them if they could 
do eo. Some will get new and correct 
ideas after they reach the Coast and will 
bo content to try the Hootalinqua, the 
Pelly, the Macmillan, the Stewart and 
other streams. It would l)o a very 
fortunate thing if many of them could 
be induced to try their fortunes in 
British Columbia, and leave the Yukon 
to those who have plenty of money to 
buy food at high prices next fall or pay 
the cost of getting back to civilization. 



field, and it has gone on to perfect its 
arrangements quite irrespective of any" 
thine which those gentlemen or the 
Dominion government may have done or 
contemplate doing. The managers of 
the company wholly repudiate the 
statement of La Frosse that they are 
dependent in any way upon Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann to carry out the 
promiaea made in their prospectua. 
They have their advance party on the 
way now, and the instructions to Mr. 
McLennan, who is in charge, are to push 
on to Tealin lake aa rapidly as he can get 
there and to wait for no one. If Mac- 
kenzie & Mann follow and improve the 
road, so much the better, say the man- 
agers, but they can get along without 
any aesietance, although in the interests 
of hundreds, besides them, who will use 
this route, the beet sled road possible 
ahould'bs made. 

In this connection it may be well to 
mention that the latest report from the 
Stikine river is that the ice has frozen in 
exceptionally favorable shape for travel 
and that there is comparatively little 
enow. The Yorko party haa got over 
the only difficult part of the journey be- 
tween Telegraph and the lake, ami will 
have eaay going from now on. The state- 
ment ia made on the beat of 
auttiority that those who follow 
can, by avoiding a portion of 
the route followed by the Yorke 
party, avoid some of the most difficult 
work encountered by the latter. This 
will be newa of great interest to all per- 
sons contemplating the journey !o the 
Yukon by way of the .Stikine, 

The point wo wish to cmpliaBi/.a ttiis 
morning is that the attempt to identify 
Sir Charles Tupper or the corporation of 
which be is president with the Mac- 
kenzie-Mann contract is wholly without 
foundation. The corporation haa no 
connestion, either direct or indirect, 
with the contractora. We repeat that 
thin statement is made upon the most 
positis'e authority. 

AN EFFICIENT OFFICER. 

In his interview with a Colonist re- 
porter, aa printed in this paper yester- 
day. Cant. Sraythe, of the E^eria, paid a 
deserved compliment to the work done 
by Capt. Walbran, of the government 
steamer Ciiiadra. No certificate of Capt. 
Walbran's efficiency was needed by 
mariners and others who are in a position 
to judge of the character of the services 
rendered by him, but the general public 
naturally have no opportunies of in- 
forming themeelve on such matters, and 
when teatimony cornea from so unex- 
pected and entirely disinterested a 
source as the officer in command of a 
vessel in the Imperial serrice we are 
sure it will be appreciated aa highly by 
Capt, Walbran's fellow townsmen as it 
will be by himself. 

The Colonist has on many occasions 
had reason to know of the great antl very 
intelligent interest taken by the captfin 
of the Quadra in all matters aflectirg 
marine interests in the waters o£ British 
Columbia. He is prompt to furnish in- 
formation of importance to the public 
and careful to see that the newspapers 
are correctly posted on questions relat- 
ing to maritime rights, so far aa ho pro- 
perly can do so. He knows the line be- 
tween what hia oOicial duty requires 
him to keep secret and what his duty as 
a citizen should lead him to make 
public. 

In hia capacity of stipendiary magia- 
trate. Captain Walbran has from time 
to time many diftieult matters to deal 
with, especially in connection with the 
Indians. He has done this work with 
exceptional success. The Department 
of Marine and Fisheries is to be con- 
gratulated on having so good an all-round 
man in ita employ. 

WfiK.N the only people who went up 
the Stikine were destined for the Caasiar 
country, it was well enough to have the 
Canadian cuBtoins otiicer at Glenora, hut 
now we think he ought to be located at 
some point nearer the conventional 
boundary line. This would prevent par- 
ties smuggling goods acroas the country 
to Tealin lake.

LITTLE QUAI SHIKG. 

Alias Bowes Appointed the Chinese Gfrl's 
Guardian— An Appeal to the' Su- 
preme Court of Canada. 

. The fight between Seld Sinir Kow and 
the Refuge Home over the posBession of 
the little Chinese girl Quai Shing has 
taken another turn by the appointment 
of Miss Bowes, matron of the Refuge 
Home, as guardian of the child. Mr. 
Justice Walkem made the appointment 
on the application of Mr. Thornton Fell 
for the home. Miss Bowea in her affi- 
davit swears that the father and mother 
of the girl are dead and that (iuai Shing 
was kidnapped from hor home in An- 
nain after her parents death and taken 
to Hong Kong where she was sold to a 
Chinaman named Lam Fei, ^vbo brought 
her to Vancouver. From there the child 
was taken to We3tmin8ter,and according 
to the afiidavit, sold to Seid Sing 
ivow for >^[\50. She remained 
with him for four years and on 
August 23, last she was taken from 
the custody of the Chinaman by Con- 
stable Butler, of the Vancouver police, 
and afterwards was broaebt to the 
Refnge Home here where she now is. 

Upon the strength of this affidavit 
Mr. Justice Walkem appointed Miss 
Bowes the guardian of the girl for the 
next two years. 

Seid Sing Kow is not satisfied with 
the decision of the Full court refusing to 
take the child from the custody of the 
Homo, and an ai)peal is to be taken to 
the Supreme Court of Canada.

The inagnilieent parliament buildings 
in which the legislature of the province 
are this year aasembling for the first 
time, have been m course of construction 
since 1893, the contract for the founda- 
tions having been let on May 81 of that 
year. The beauty of the atruoturo calls 
forth the admiration of everyone who 
baa seen it, while the perfection of the 
work and tho tliorcughnesa in which the 
details have been carried out ia a aur- 
priae to visitors. In general design and 
in choice of the stone for the buildings 
the good taate and judgment displayed 
has been decidedly liappy, the result be- 
ing a harmonioua picture delightful to 
the eye. 

When the grounds, now under process 
of laying out from a design by Jlr. K. C. 
Howell, the superintendent of construc- 
tion, are completed, the liniehing touches 
will bo given to tho scene; the ahrub- 
bery and the verdnreof tho lawns, with 
hero and there a touch of color from 
cunningly placed flower beds will then 
give just the contrast that ia needed to 
bring out in perfection tho lights and 
shadea of thd soft, silvery grey atone 
walls, 

Tho buildinga cover an area of more 
than an acre and the design is a combi- 
nation, or blending into one design of 
the Romanesque, Classic and Gothic, 
not a jumble by any meanSi but an 
adaptation and modulation to the gen 
eral efl'ect in a masterly and artistic 
whole, pleasing to the eye and yet not 
aacrifiotng the utilitarian purposes which 
public departments of business demand. 
Seen from a distance the main outline 
of the building is Classic, the great en- 
trance with its broad flight of atone 
etepa and the great central dome being 
tho chief feature, while to right and left 
of this main building are the wings, con- 
nected to it by open colonnades. A 
bird'a-eye view from the top of dome 
she wa the buildinga to have in general de- 
sign tho shape of aT. The main entrance 
may be represented by the centre of the 
two arms, the wings the extremities of 
these arms and the legislative hall form- 
ing tho stem of the letter. 

The front of the building, including 
the wings, ia 500, and the central build- 
ing is 200 feet deep. To the top of the 
gilded figure of Captain Vancover which 
surmounts the dome the distance is 1(35 
feet. Thin gives an idea of the propor- 
tions of the Btructure, and if the outside 
walla were all placed in a straight line 
they would extend half a mile in length. 

Simplicity of treatment is the general 
effect as one gets a cloaer view of the 
building, for it depends not on elabora 
tion of ornament or carving, but on the 
combination of rock-faced stone and 
chisel work and the contrasting of the 
solid walls and ranges of windows. Not 
that tho walls look bare, for there ia just 
enough carving to relieve any appear^ 
ance of monotony, and the play of liglit 
and shade due to the beauty of the atone 
itself has boon skilfully taken advantage 
of by the designer. Surmounting the 
main entrance is the coat of arms of the 
province carved in stone, while stone 
atatnea of the late Chief Justice liegbie 
and Sir James Douglas are in niches on 
either aide of the entrance. Carved female 
figures, representing art and science 
surmount the winga and gargoylea 
and ornamental carving judiciously 
relieve the walla here and there. Small 
towers rise on either side of the entrance 
and the roof line of both central build- 
ing and winga Ib l)r(jken by email domes, 
tliey and tho groat central dome being 
covered with copper. The main ap- 
proach ia particularly handsome with its 
solid stone archway anil staire, tho en- 
trant;© closing with a inagnilieent pair of 
wrought iron gates, and tho atairs 
flanked with massivo lironzed lampa 
with the arms of thu province in hxa 
relief. 

t kThe' east wing of two atoriea and baae- 
ment is entirely devoted to the provincial 
museum, the west wing, similar in size, 
contains the government printing de- 
partment, and the central building or 
Bdministrative block contains the other 
departments and the legislative aasembly 
hall with its accessories. 

The maasiveneasof the great structure 
may be best underatood by a visit to the 
huge basement which extenda under the 
whole building. Here it is to be noticed 
that the arched waya are all formed of a 
particularly strong fireproof concrete, 
tougher and harder than stone itself. So 
very atrong is it that it has been used 
in place of beams with such good re- 
sults that not the slightest crack 
or settlement can be found, while It 
lends itaelf to the finest ornamental 
work. The basement ia perfectly honey- 
combed with rooms, all of thepi need for 
some useful ]nirpoee. In the central 
part are the huge steam furnaces for 
heating tho building, with a pipe mea- 
suring nearly three feet in, diameter to 
lead the smoke into the big chimney. So 
bif; are tbeee furnaces that they re- 
mind one of the engine-room of iin ocean 
steamer. An idea too may be ht>t\ in the 
basement of one of the big voulra for the 
lands and .works departments. There are 
Conlinncil on jiaijc tilr,.

cers, the mayors and municipal digni- 
taries of the provinco, oliicialfl and 
otlieis made the seats for the general 
juiblic leas, aud though Mr. Howell did 
ilia beat with the nieaua at liis disposal 
it KiiB impossible to supply eeata for 
everybody. Those having tickets for 
seats are requested to be iu tiieir places 
by 2 :45 p.m., aa after that nobody will 
be allowed through the lines, the 
ceremonies being timed to commence 
at exactly three o'clocli. The official 
programme is as follows : 

Mr. Speaker will take the chair at 3 p. 
m., Hia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
and staff will be received with the 
national anthem by the Fifth Regiment 
band and the choir ; speech from the 
Throne; anthem.

" outfitting trade " is largely respouaible 
for this new venture, and in fact eome- 
thing of the kind absolutely had to be 
done in order to supply bania and liacon 
cured in such a manner aa to stand the 
varying conditiona of heat and cold to 
which a miners outfit is necessarily sub- 
jected. 

And hero is juat where their actual ex- 
perience as miners iu the olden days 
stood Victoria merclianta in good stead ; 
for by personal Knowledge gained in the 
hard school of a mining camp thiy 
Jtuo* that more tnau half the hams ana 
bacon supplied by Eastern and Ameri- 
can houses were utterly unlit for 
thu outfitting trade, being alto- 
gether too green when sulijscted 
to the BQioke house.

beaidea muUifareous store rooms, work 
rooma for the gardener and carpenter 
and in the southwest end of the main 
baaement pro ;he caretakers' roonia, 
comfortable apartments, with pan- 
try, parlor, three bed rooms and 
a kitchen, a private door opening 
from the ground level for the occupants. 
These rooma, while not; elaborate, are bo 
well built and comfortable that a person 
living in the ordinary rented house may 
well envy the lucky man who gets 
them. 

The ground floor may bo entered by 
doors at each side of the main entrance 
or by the end doors opening oil' the colon - 
nndea. The entrances from the front 
lead to the central dome whence the 
various offices may be approached. To 
the left ia the auditor-general 'a oflice 
and the treasnrer's and nnauce depart- 
ment offices extend to the east, terminat- 
ing in the Premier's room at the uorth- 
eaat corner. This is handsomely pan- 
elled in red cedar, the big nlate gksa 
windows giving a splendid view 
of the grounds and the harbor. The 
treasury has a large lire proof room in 
the basement, and theofhcea theraselvea 
are handsomely fitted with oak. ^ The 
ceilings of evsry room in the building it 
may bo notetl are of diU'erent designs. 
The asseasors room ia in the aoutlieiiat 
corner of tho main building across the 
hall from the premier's room and to the 
loft of tlia door from the colonade. A 
corridor extends clear througli from east 
to west ol the main building, the lloor 
tiled and the handsomely marked ceiling 
being of fire proof concrete. In the

can be seen the bsst example of this 
concrete work cornices, nanellings and 
beams being shown in a beautilully clear 
design. The fioor of tho dome here is of 
ceramic mcsiic of a very pretty pattern, 
South of the dome, ami approached by 
the front doors, is the landa and works 
department, tho finest of all the depart- 
ments in the buildings and the largest, 
as, owing to tho iinnienso amount of 
work, it requires large lloor space. Tho 
public odice looks like a fine bank- 
ing room, with a counter of oak and 
plate glaas that tho public may ap- 
proach on three sides. From this opens 
oO' a huge vault, bigger than all the 
space that the department had in Ihe 
old buildings, and yet from the amount 
of maps and papers that are stowed 
away one wonders how the work could 
have been managed before in the old 
buildings. Below this vault is a second 
one also belonging to the department 
and of BinaiTar size. All these 
rooms, it must be mentioned, are 
lire-proof. A very systematic system 
has been put in use here for filing papers 
and maps, and any one of the many 
plans may be had at a moment's notice 
now as a result of this system. Iu the 
main oflice the iron pillars supporting 
the floor above are cased with non-con- 
ducting concrete so as to be doubly safe 
in case of accident. Mr. Gore, 
the deputy coiiimissioiier, haa a lino 
room pnneiled in cedar opening off the 
main ofiice and here as in fact all over 
the building the line wrought iron elec- 
troleer ia one of the noticeaoLe ornn- 
menta. The furniture id not of an unduly 
e-'cpensive character in any of the rooms, 
but in general eli'rtct it lias been 
chosen to harmonize with the 
colors of the rooms. Southwest of 
the main o&ee are surveyors general 
room and drafting rooms, the 
handsome cedar panelled room of the 
chief commissioner is near by, as is that 
of the surveyor-general ; in fact, what 
might be called the stem and base of 
the T of the main- building on this floor 
is taken up by tho lands and works. 
Coming back to tiie rotunda and pro- 
ceeding west, one finds the suite of rooms 
belonging to tho department of educa- 
tion on tho riglit ol the corridor, ter- 
minating at tho nortliwest. end with tho 
minister of education s room, sitnilnr in 
size and appearance to the ureniier's 
room. In this suit are puhlic otlice, Dr. 
Pope's private room, a library, and in- 
spector's office. The immigration oflice 
is in the southwest corner, just inside 
the entrance from the west colonnade. 

It ia on the first floor, however, that 
the real glories of the interior are seen. 
Passing up the broad stone stairway and 
through the handsome cut stono arch 
•■vith its line wrouglit-iron gates, one 
suddenly reaches tho great octagonal 
dome, stretching away above to tlie 
"eye'' nearly in) feot iilHJve. I'n- 
deioot tho floor is of excjuiaitely 
colored mosaic, while far above tlie 
capitals of tho mouee-colored marble 
columns gleam with a touch of silver, 
that has been used v/ith true artist 
liand. 'I'o tho heiglith ol a tall mini's 
head tho wall ia panelled in two colors 
of softly colored marble and in the lloor 
directly under tho centre of the dome ia 
a large circular opening with 
solid marble railing round it. The 
plaster work far up is cunningly 
wrought to leave no dull place and 
yet the whole effect has been produce(' 
not by labored ornament, but skilful 
touches here and there, everything good 
yet not too much of iK It gives one an 
idea of space and dignity and broadness, 
a fitting eiurar ce to- a legislative hal' 
and an inspiration to the members. 
Passing through a pair of ex- 
(luisito lacquered copjier gates 
one reaches tho lobby of the 
iiouBO a handsome space with mosaic 
floor. I'lirough oak and stained fjlasa 
doors tl:o chambor itsnlf ia reaciiod 
Hero comes tho climax of tliia splendid 
building. The first ell'ect on one seeing 
it for the first time is that of satiefyiim 
color. It is a marble hall for maibl 
bases of black and white rite nolil 
columns of sea green Carrara 
marble, their Ionic capitals touched 
with gold. Between the colmnns 
are panels of a reddish marble. Uaif 
way to the ct^lUnfC a gallery rana round 
the hall, snjaller marble pillars reach- 
ing to the roof from there, while awny at 
tho top, veiled in tho dim light of the 
roof, are female figiiree, one on each 
side of the roof windows. A bronuo 
railing runs round the galleries. 
Tho .Speaker's dais has behind 
it twisted columns of carved oak 
with ivy leaves twined around thorn aud 
supijorting a carved oak canopy witli tho 
provincial arms as the principal oriia 
ment. Large and very handsome 
wrought iron lamps grace each side of 
the canopy, Dears of cawed oak lead 
into tho chamber from the ends and 
sides, and tho only thing that is disap 
pointing ia tho carpet, a hand 
some crimson one . with the 
arms of the . province ag a 
pattern. The bine of the union, jack in, 
the arms does not quite chime in witb 
the general eiTect of the hall, but IL^s 



will not be so much notice'di -yrben the 
member's desks and chair's are in place. 
These desks are of a particularly hand- 
some design in black walnut. From the 
ceiling of the chamber hang quaint 
electric lamps in wrought iron aud ad- 
ditional lamps from the walls give all 
the light required. 

Corridors encloeo the hall on ail four 
sides. The the east side are ttio com- 
mittee rooms, one of cedar and the 
other of maplo panelling'; the clerk of 
the house bus a mora next the commit- 
teo rooms and tho Speaker has two 
rooms close at hand, both beautifully 
tinished in maple panelling. Tiiere 
is a largo room for the ministers at the 
east end of the corridor a splondid apart- 
ment in cedar, open roof aud oak panel- 
ling and a great tiled fire-place. Around 
the ceiling runs a very handsomely .fres- 
coed border of acanthus loaves. Corre- 
sponding, to tho ministers' room is the 
members' reading room at the west end 
of the corrider, somowhat similar in de- 
sign, fitted up with massive oak tables. 
OU'ot it opens the library, with its store 
of books snugly placed in iron stands 
where they can be reached by the libra- 
rian and hia assistants and handed out 
aa required. Just back of the legislative 
liall is a room for the (Queen's printer to 
keep the bilks and papers and stationery 
required for the session. There is a sec- 
ond main ontraiiue from the ground to 
this lloor at tli» south. It is a very 
handsoniB stone staircase and it is 
lighted hy the Jubilee window, a great 
stained window to commemorate tlio 
sixtictli year of Her Majesty's reign. It 
bears the V.U., tho provincial arms and 
other apjirojiriato ornamentations. A 
staircase ol! this stairway leads above to 
the members' dining-room and the kit- 
chen. On the weat side of the legislative 
hall are the librarian's private office and 
several other rooms, to be used for vari- 
ous purposes. 

At the west end of the first floor is the 
executive chamber, a fine large room in 
cedar panelling. At the northwest cor- 
ner the provincial secretary has a room 
similar to the premier's and that of the 
minister of education. The general 
oflites of the provincial eecrotary's de- 
partment, the oflice of the deputy pro- 
vincial secrelary and other offices of 
that department come next, and in 
the northeast end of the same floor are 
corresponding ollices for the attorney 
general and liis department, while the 
board of health have three rooms iuthe 
Eoutliest corner. 

In the top story are the three ofhcea 
for the lieutenant governor immediately 
over the front entrance, tha provincial 
mineralogist having his ofOuea at the 
northwest end and the department of 
agrieultare the corresponding ollices in 
the northeast end. Oir this floor, too, ie 
the gallery of the bouse for the public or 
viEitors who wish to bear the debates 
when the house is in session. 

In the thickness of the walla of the 
dome a spiral star case has been built by 
means of which one may stand above 
the eye of the dome and cet a magnifi- 
cent view of tho surrounding country. 
This lookout is tho highest plauo iu the 
city. 

'i'hisexhfivista theadminiatrative build- 
ing, but there still remain the two wings 
to bo seen. The east wing devoted to 
the museum has been specially arranged 
inside to give as much floor space aa 
possible and to admit of the magnificent 
collection of birds, animals, fish< Indian 
curiosities, minerals and other interest- 
ing departmente, lieing displayed to as 
good advantage as poHsible. With a 
view to making the building as light aa 
possible there is a lame clear open 
space from the ground floor to the roof, 
the first floor being in reality a wide 
gallery. The floor down stairs is of 
black and white merble, and an easy 
flight of stone steps leads up to the 
tirst floor, a handsouoe bronze railing 
guarding the open epacB between it and 
the ground floor. No wooden woi k ia 
used in tho conatruction of tho wing, so 
that there is not tho least danger of lire 
destroying the valuable collections in 
She muBoum. Pehiiid tho museum pro- 
per is a workroom for the curator, Mr. 
ifannm, and ihere are Mureroonis lielow 
as well as lavatories, which like those 
throughout the centre building are of 
tho test sanitary description. 

In the west wing ia ttie governtneut 
printing uepartnieut. In the basement 
is a splendid press room, wnich tliough 
in use for a year past ia kept in such per- 
feiH condition that it looks like new yet. 
Colonel Wolfenden's offices and other 
necessary rooms are on the firat floor 
and above are tho composing room, bin- 
dery and other departments inclu^iuB 
Btoreroome, everything in splendid or- 
der and with every convenience for car- 
rying on the work. 

The design of these fine buildings, 
which take the ))laco of tho pictureeirue 
structure that has been in use tiiice 
!!■>■>"■, v.'aa clioEoii from among tho plana 
sent in by over (Jti architects from the 
United States and Canada. Mr. F. M. 
Kattenbury, a resident of IJritish Co- 
lumbia, was tho fortunate man, Tlioagli 
a young man be bad had a varied exper- 
ience iu arctiitectural work on some of 
the largo public edil:ces in the old 
country. Tiio desitrua were submitted 
to Mr. A. G. Taylor, of Montreal, and 
W. S. Gurry, of Toronto, preaideiitof tho 
Toronto Architects'AsEociation, and they 
dacided in favor of Mr. Kattenbury. 
That the choice was a wise one the com- 
pleted buildings prow. A very large 
share of credit, too, is due Mr. E. C. 
l-iowell, the superiutandent of worka. 
With a thorough knowledge of all the 
varied dejiartmenta that go to 
make up a builders' tind;-, from nuisnn 
work to carpentering aud blackainithin^, 
Mr. Howell has insisted on every detail 
of the work being carried out iiccnrding 
to specification, lind tho result it an i.oi,- 
est and economical job without ti II n% i ■. 
it. A little evidence of Mr. Ihuvell'a 
artiatic work is aceu in the capitals of 
the pillars in the legislative hall, wbi>:h 
he carved himEelf^

Board of Setioul Trusteex iiesolvcs 
Tliat Ic Cannot itettuce Its 
Estimates. . 



Superintendent Eaton ^'ill Act Only 
In One Position— A High 
Sehool Flairo 



A protrncteil irieeliDg ol the Boanl of 
Setiool Trustees wua held last evenitt^' 
when several important subject^ thni 
have recently been much digcuBeed by 
the public were offlcially congidered, 
chief among them beinK the board'a 
a'jtiou as to the city auditor's refusal to 
Bijxn the accounts. 

Principal Mias Cameron of South Park 
3cliool, wrote urKinKthat a tenth teach- 
er be employed there, in view of the fact 
tliat -115 pupils. are in attendance. Tliis 
communication with applicationa for do- 
Bitions from lilies Ualby, Miss Mary C. 
Oarnphell, and Mr. Henry Shelton was 
tabled.!! 

iSfcxt came the voluminous, correspon- 
dence that has passed between the 
mayor and .echool board, over City 
Auditor Raymur'? actions. A letter 
from hie worship, enoloeinsr Mr. Ray- 
mur'B reasons, was read. Trustee Bal- 
yea, without any comment moved that 
the communication he received and 
filed, and his motion found a Seconder 
in 'L'ruHtee Hall. 

Coneic'er.tble discnaeion ensued, tlie 
conseiiBua of opinion bein^r tliat the 
board liad a porlect right to incur such 
expenditure as they might see fit to 
meet the reiiuirementa of the city 
sehools. TruBlBO Marchant thought it 
advisable that a comaiittee of three 
should be appointed to reply to the 
mayor's letter, also to hold a consultation 
leaking to a settlement of thecontroversy. 
The chairman spoke of havini: held a 
converaation with an alderman upon the 
aubjeot and deriving tho impression that 
the council were inlendiiiK to fight the 
luntter to the bitter end. In conse- 
quence of this conversation he souj^ht 
legal advice from MesBre. Yatea and Jay 
and ob'^ained the following letter: 

VicTORtA, B. 0., Feb. 9th, 1898. 
Charlrts Ilaijward, Fag., Chairman of 
fill' Boiird of School Tntslees, Vic- 
toria : 

Dkar Sm :— In answer to your ques- 
tions referring to the resolution of the 
municipfli council dealing with the de- 
tailed estimate of expenditure for 189S, 
conveyed to the board by letter of the 
city clerk dated the 8th instant by which 
the board is informed that the only 
funds the corporation have to place at 
the (lipposal of the trustees are those 
proilucod by the per capita allowance 
and tho special tax for school purposes, 
aud the board is requoeted to reduce 
their eatimate accordingly; we beg to 
atate that the matter appears to be irov- 
erned by section 17, chapter 40, lSi)2, 
asamendtd by section 8, chapter 41, 
IS'Jii, and aectiona l;iG and 137 Municipal 
Clauses Act, l.S'.Hi. 

Under the lirst cited clause it becomes 
the duty of the board on or before the 
1st day of February in eoch year to lay 
before the city council a detailed esti- 
mate of the auma required for the cur- 
rent year's ordinary expanses of main- 
taining the schools as they then exist, 
which snms shall be paid over upon the 
trustees by the city treasurer to 
the order of the several persons for 
whose use such moneys are pay- 
able. By the same clause the 
board shall also prepare a detailed 
esliii'ate of the sums required to meet 
any special expenee, which last men- 
tioned estimate shall be eubject to con- 
sideration, alteration and liunl approval 
by the council, These last worda, in 
our opinion, clearly imply that the 
board's estimate for ordinary expensea 
is not subject to tlie consideration, alter- 
ation or final approval of the council 
and must bo provided by the council. 

By clause 13G of the Jilunicipal Clauses 
Act, IS'JO, the council is authorized to 
pass a by-law or by-laws levying a rate 
or rates to provide for all tho necessary 
expenses of the municipality, etc., etc., 
" provided always that the rate to be 
levied in any year exclusive of any 
special sum or rate which may be as- 
BOreed and levied or imposed for local 
improvements, or as a special sum or 
rate for any other purpose authorized 
hy this act or under the Corporation of 
Victoria Waterworks Act, 1873, or any 
statute amending or iia a Bubatitution 
of the same but including what ia re- 
qnired for payment of interest on oul- 
btuntling debentures and the amount re- 
quired for a sinking fund therefor and 
for school purposes (if any), shall not, 
e.Ncejit in the case of wild land, excaed 
the sum of 1 'j cents on the dollar." 

J!y eeetion i;/7 of the aame act the 
council ig uuiiiowered to levy by by-law 
a special rate not exceeding 2 mills in 
the dollar /or school purposes additional 
to the turn mentioned in section Uiii. 

We aro of opinion therefore that by 
the Bccliuns abjve mentioned the obliga- 
tion i? caat upon tho city council 
to pi.;, -.ule either by n general rate or 
apecial or botli as they may see fit the 
iieceeenry funds required by the board 
for the maintenance of the schoola ac- 
cording to the estimate of ordinary ex- 
penaea laid before them by the board. 
To hold Ihfiviewexpressed tjy llie resolu- 
tion of tho city council that your board 
has to liniit ilB expenditure to guch euiii 
as it may be able to raise from the 
special tax and per capita grant is to 
pervert tlio intention of the School Act.

The chairman and Trustee Belyea were 
reaolute ia thuir attitude towards the 
city council, the latter beliovintt that 
noiliiiig could be gained except a com- 
promiee to the consultation advocated. 
The question about the responsibility of 
the school board in expending the 
city's money had been brought 
11]) before and he wanted it settled now 
for all time. He therefore moved 
"That tlio board having prepared tho 
estimates tor tlio current year, with duo 
regard to economy and tho efficiency of 
tho public schools, regret that it is im- 
possible to reduce the same as reiiueated 
by resolution of tho city council trans- 
mitted to this board by the clerk of the 
municipal council under date of Feb. 8." 

After some further discuseiou this mo- 
tton was passed.' all being in favor of it 
except Trustee Marohant, who did not 
vote.

luppectcir Elton in his monthly report 
staled that there were 81 children at- 
tending the schools outEide ' the' 
wards to which they belong. He 
drew attention to the desirability of 
revising the conditions under which pu- 
pil tiachers now receive appointment 
and Euugested the following changes : 
KiiBt— Pupil teacherj to hu p.tiil by the 
iioard a aiiuill salary lor the lirtr, fix 
luonthd. Second — Those wliu have 
servrd one term to bo eligible on tlui 
recornmcndation of the city euiieniiten- 
deiif, at slightly iiicrcaetd salary. Third 
— Pupil leachera to serve as tiihstitiites 
whenever so reciuired, without addi- 
tional reinnueratiou. Fourth— An or- 
derly and eyfttnuutii; couree of tittinirin 
and instruction to be given under the 
direction of tho city superintendent. 
Fifth— CertificateB to be given to (lupil 
teachers on the recommendation ot the 
city superintendent at the couclueion of 
two terms oi satisfactory service, instead 
of at the end of one term. Be also 
iisked that tho request of Mrs. Carter 
about tranaferring a boy from one school 
to another bo granted. His report was 
received aud liled. 

The committee appoinled to suggest 
rules defining theduiiea of the Euperiu- 
teiideiit of cfty sclioola recomiuend : 
"1. That the superintendent attend the 
ofJicu of the secretary from o:S0 to '> 
p.m. on scliool dayp, and from U) a.m. 
to 1 p.iii. on Siitnrdayp, for the purpose 
of meeting trustees, principals, teachers 
and any parents or other person.? who 
may wWli lo consult iiini on bcIiooI niat- 
ters. 2. That the power to aesigu teai'h- 
ere to any jjarticuhir school or division 
of a school be vested in the snperintend- 
ont, eubject to the approval of the board, 
3. That the superintendent haverespcn ■ 
Bible supervision over method, discip- 
line, promotion, course of study and time 
tables. 4. He shall report at least one 
month before the close of each term upon 
the efficiency of each member of the 
teaching staff of public and high schools 
and recommend such changes therein as 
may in his opinion be necessary. 5. 
Your comioittae furtlier recominend 
that tho board reijuest the council of 
public inatraction to promulgate such 
regulations relating to the oflice, powers 
and duiiea of city superintendent as 
may bo neceesary in order that there 
may be no uncertainty aa to oflice and 
the powers and duties of the incum- 
bent." This was laid on table. 

The alteration and repairs committee 
asking for some 300 additional dollars for 
furnishing the new quarters oi the board 
in the city ball was tabled. 

The inspector reported that tho 
averapie daily school attendance was 
1077.81, that the actual daily attendance 
was 195G.0!), that the pupils actually at- 
tending- wore 2,227 and that the 
average jier teacher was 46.3J>. 
Trustee Hall asked that he iu 
the name of the board be allowed 
to present a medal to the best reader in 
the city schools at the forthcomin.' mid- 
aummer exniiiinaiiona, and his generos- 
ity was warmly accepted, the formal pre- 
sentation being left in the hnuds of the 
inspector to arrange. 

Trustee Marchant read a letter he hi:d 
received from Mr. J. T. Bethune, stat- 
ing that that gentleman heartily con- 
curred in wlmt Mr. Marchant had 
said respecting patriotism iu public 
schools and olifering a banner for the 
High school. This gift was accepted 
with profound thanks from the board. , 

The standing committee on finance re- 
•porled expenses of $270 which were 
ordered paid. Trustee Marchant had a 
shower of motions to conclude the meet- 
ing with . That relative to the appoint- 
ment of the inspector as secretary to tho 
board, brought ap on a former occasion, 
was the most important one. 

Tho cbairumn read a letter from the 
city Buperintendent stating that if asked 
to aaeume the duties of secretary tu- 
would oiler no objection on personal 
grounda. This, however, was after 
Truatee Belyea stated that shculd the 
inapeetnr prefer to act in tlie position 
in question ho would withdraw all oppo- 
aition to the motion. TrusteeMcMickini? 
stated that the city superintendent's 
uselulncfcB would be impaired by accept- 
ing the secretaryship. Ilia main point, 
hoivever, was that as eecretaiy the- 
Buperintendeut would come into a rela- 
tionship with the teachipe staff that 
would not be desirable. Trustee Mrs. 
Jenkins would favor tho superinten- 
dent's appointment if it would not limit 
the time he should devote to his other 
duties, but she feaied this would bo tho 
case. 

Mr. Eaton Baid in explanation of his 
letter to the cliairmaa that he did not 
uisli to ofl'er any opinion as to the wia- 
doin or otlierwiao of tho policy proponed. 
If the Ijoard decided that it was wihe to 
continuu the two offices ho would waive 
Ilia riirhts nuder his agreement with the 
board and ])erform his double duties to 
the best of hiu ability. 

The motion for the appointment was 
then put and lost, Trustees Marchaot 
and Hall alone voting in its favor. 

Another motion which found no favor 
save from the mover, Trustee Marchant, 
was that a commission be appointed to 
inquire into salaries. -

SLUM'S NEW RAILWAY. 

An Important Factor in Trade Development 
—Anglo-Saxon Domuiation in 
tbe Orient, 

Mr. Weiier is by birth a German 
and by profession an engineer, ile 
is a nephew of Mr. John Weiler 
of this city and breaks hie 
journey back to the Fatherland 
with a short visit with his Victoria rela- 
tives. Hia long stay in Siam has boon 
in connection with the building of a line 
of railway from Bankok to Chingmai 
(improperly written Zimme) which pro- 
misea to be a potent factor in the en- 
largement of Siamese trade; and inci- 
dentally of shipping intereats. 

The new road commences near the 
Burmeae frontier and practically con- 
nects Burmah and Siam, making tribu- 
tary to commerce the rich valley of the 
Me'nim, famous chiefly as a rice produc- 
ing section, but also containing valuable 
teak forests, some minerals and consider- 
able spice-growing land. The railway 
haa been built by the government, but 
whether its operation will be retained 
by the state is a matter of question. One 
section of Siauu so public men desire that 
the governmental direction of the road 
shall apply on the German principle — 
others favor a sale to an energetic Eng- 
lish syndicate which haa excellent pro - 
pacts of closing a deal. 

Franco, Germany, Britain, even 
the United States are taking 
great interest in the countr} , 
and as a result its interests are 
being extended in all dirpctions. The 
growth of United States shipping inter- 
ests on the Chinese coast during recent 
years has particularly impressed itself 
on Mr. Weiler, the Stars and stripes be- 
ing now familiar to every harbor be- 
tween Hongkong and Yokohama, al- 
though half a decade ago an American 
merchantman was rare indeed. 

Of course the British merchant Hag ia 
everywhere— no comparisons witli it in 
mercantilo importance— but American 
craft are growins numerous. 

IlluBtratini! tlie Anglo-.Saxon domina- 
tion of the Oriental coast i\Ir. Weiler 
points to the fact that as French was 
formerly and to a certain extent atil) is 
the general tongue of Europe— everyone 
in the Orient must understand English 
to make bis wants and wishes known. 
It is the volapakof the wharves, tbe 
shops, tbe hotels, the state and aociety. 
In Japan a 'rickshaw man cannot get a 
license nnless he haa learned bis 
little English— the sampan man 
must bo educated on the same lines, 
liven in the e.^chiaive Gorman ([uar- 
ter the master speech of J'iurope arro- 
gantly aeeertB itself. 

" Von can't get a glass of beer in any 
of these Teutonian resorts," says Mr, 
Weyler, " unlesa you are able to ask for 
it in English of the Chinese boy."

and his zeal inducinir him to adopt even 
the costume and the queue of his neigli- 
bora. Not long ago his mind gave way , 
it is said, throuch his protracted isola- 
tion from civilization, and he ia now 
being taken home to Sault Ste. Marie, 
where hia mother reaides, by a brother 
missionary, Rev. A. N. Cameron, who 
also haa become half Mongolianized dur- 
ing long residence in the country. 

Eobineon, who was originally s To- 
ronto local preacher, gave little trouble 
on the journey to Shanghai or on the 
voyage, but just as the Emprees reached 
the William Head station yesterday he 
became impresaed-with the idea that a 
devil had poaaessed him, and made an 
attempt to throw himself over the rail. 
In this he was frustrated, bnt aa he ap- 
peart! to be growing more dangerous in- 
creased vigilance will be observed by 
his keeper during hia trip across the 
continent. 

Aa aummarized in the passenger list 
the human freight by the Empreaa of 
China on thia thirty-third homeward 
voyage included eight saloon, eleven in- 
termediate, of whom three were for this 
city, 27 Asiatics in tranait, 71 for Van- 
couver, andoG.'.C for Victoria, the "half " 
being the ticketaeller's detluition of a 
child travelling on half rate. The cargo 
was a large one of customary Oriental 
merchandise. The China sailed from 
Hongkong ou the 19th January, calling 
at the usual Chinese coast ports 
and being favored with good 
weather except Ijetween Kobe and 
Nagasaki. Yokohama was left be- 
hind on January L\S, and strong north- 
erly winds and generally good weather 
continued to tlie xVmerican coast. Much 
rain and thick weather made the en- 
trance to the BtraiLa a little ditlicult, but 
notwithstanding this delay the run 
from Yukohama to William Head was 
completed in 11 days 11 hours and 85 
minutes. •' 

The China, it will be remembered, 
was the Empress spoken of aa requisi- 
tioned at Hongkong for naval duty. Her 
officers deny that the communication of 
the naval authorities was in' the nature 
of a requisition, but rather of a notifica- 
tion that she might be required. At the 
same time there waa talk of mounting 
her guns, but this action also was de 
ferred.
